IN his interesting book, Court Beauties of Old Whitehall, 
Hlistoriettes of the Restoration, just published by Mr. 
Fisher Unwin, Mr. W. R. H. Trowbridge makes one of 
those slips to which even the most careful writer 1s some- 
times liable. On page 294 he says, speaking of Charles II., 
“We cannot help reflecting on the deep and intimate know- 
ledge that Charles, the most cynical and lighthearted of 
kings, must have had of women. What with meek, faith- 
fu] Catherines, devoted, antique-chivalrous Flora Mac- 
donalds (the italics are ours), coarse, virago Clevelands, 
neurotic Mazarins, prudish, cunning Stuarts, gay, insinuat- 
ine Madames, subtle, artistic Kérouals, Nell Gwynnes, Moll 
Davises, Lady Shannons, Lady Dorchesters, and others too 
many to mention, being an intelligent man, his experience 
of the fair sex must have been wonderfully illuminating.” 
Flora Macdonald was not born until 1722, sixty-two years 
after the Restoration and thirty-seven years after the death 
of Charles II. It was, of course, Bonnie Prince Charles, 
the young Chevalier, known as the Young Pretender, who 
was so much beholden to the courage, devotion, and 
atriotism of the fair Highland gentlewoman who be- 
riended him to such good purpose in his hour of dire need 
in June, 1746. 


Miss Clementina Black is engaged upon a book dealing 
with the question of underpayment in relation to a mini- 
mum wage, which is to be published by Messrs. Duck- 
worth and Co. and to which Mr. A. G. Gardiner, editor 
of the Daily News, will write an introduction. Miss Black 
has taken a keen interest in the Exhibition of Sweated 
Home Industries and is one of a large committee of the 
newly-formed Anti-Sweating League, of which Mr. George 
Cadbury is president. We understand from the Women’s 
Industrial News that a conference is to take place at the 
Guildhall in October, which will be addressed by various 
speakers who have a special knowledge of the question of 
a minimum wage in its various aspects. 


Mr. C. Lewis Hind’s forthcoming book is projected upon 
wholly new and original lines and will prove of interest 
to every picture-lover, connoisseur, and student. It tells 
how Claude Williamson Shaw, casting about for a way to 
express his temperament, decided upon painting; how 
he studied art in Cornwall and in the Paris studios; how 
he travelled all over the continent studying the pictures 
of the world in pursuit of his art education; and how in 
the end the true awakening of his temperament began, 
and he discovered that his education was but beginning. 
The volume is profusely illustrated by photographs of the 
pictures and sculptures that stirred, stimulated, pleased, 
or annoyed him in London, Paris, Genoa, Pisa, Rome, 
Florence, Lucca, Bologna, Milan, Verona, Padua, Venice, 
Budapest, Vienna, Dresden, Berlin, Antwerp, and Brussels, 
together with his experiences as an art student in Paris. 
The book will be published very shortly by Messrs. Black. 


Mr. S. C. Kaines Smith, M.A., has just completed a 
book entitled 7he Elements of Greek Worship, which will 
be published by Mr. Francis Griffiths in a few days. The 
object of the book is to present in a small compass the 
spirit of the ancient Greek religion, in a form which may 
be acceptable to those who, while wishing to obtain some 
insight into ancient Greek culture, have neither the time 
nor the means for an exhaustive study of the subject. Mr. 
Kaines Smith has had exceptional opportunities of gauging 
the requirements of such students, for he has been for some 
six years a lecturer on the Extension Staff of the Univer- 
sities of Oxford, Cambridge, and London. He is a former 
Classical Scholar of St. Paul's School, former Classical 
Scholar of Magdalene College, Cambridge, and passed out 
with a First Class in Classical Archeology in the Tripos 
of 1899. He has spent some considerable time in Greek 
lands as a University Student of the British School of 
Archeology at Athens, where his facility in speaking the 
modern Greek language enabled him to gather much 
valuable information as to the surviva] of ancient forms 
of worship.
